Re-routing o f,the Western Mary­ 
land railroad tracks east of Gettys­ 
burg to eliminate the dangerous 
crossings at, Gulden s Station and 
Brush Run on Lincoln Highway 
East, will become a reality early 
this summer, J. William Kendlehart, 
superintendent of maintenance in 
Adams county for the Pennsylvania 
1 Department of Highways, announced 
today. 
A crew' of workmen will on Mon­ 
day start laying a new track from a 
point west of Gulden’s Station to a 
point east of Brush Run. 
During 
the period of construction the road 
from Gulden’s Station to Hunters­ 
town will be blocked to traffic. The 
purpose of the* barricade is to per­ 
mit construction of a viaduct at the 
intersection of the new railroad 
track and the Guldens-Hunterstown 
road. 
The railroad will drop to a 
low grade at this juncture and the 
highway will be elevated fifteen feet 
from distant approaches at each 
end, thus avoiding crossing a rail­ 
road track at grade. 
A detour from Hunterstown to 
New Chester through to New Oxford 
will be in effect during the period 
of construction of the viaduct. 
Fairfield Road 
Work will be resumed next week on 
the Fairfield road. Route 116, from 
Confederate avenue to the Willough­ 
by Run bridge.

MUSTO BOUT IN 
EIGHTH ROUND 


Crouching- Style of 
Opponent Bothers 
Champion 


[By the Associated Press] 
St. Louis, April 9 — On the basis 
of his showing against squat Tony 
Musto, Heavyweight Champion Joe 
-Louis has a mighty rough summer 
ahead of him. 
Musto entered the ring last night 
unhonored and unsung. 
He left it 
eight and a half rounds later at 
Referee Art Donovan's orders, bloody 
but unhurt except for a cut over 
the right eye. 
The stubby Chicago Italian was 
the fifth straight victim fed to the 
champion in his stop-a-month tour 
and it was an unimpressive and per­ 
plexed Louis who needed almost a 
half hour of action to win. 
Great in the past against good 
foes, Louts was even below the cali­ 
bre he displayed two weeks ago in 
disposing of big Abe Simon at De­ 
troit. 
Misses Frequently 
Musto’s 
bobbing 
and 
weaving 
made the champion miss frequently. 
The Chicagoan fought in such a 
crouch his head was almost at a 
right angle with his belt buckle and 
he appeared as though he were busy 
all Hie while looking at his shoe­ 
laces. 
Despite the time Louis consiuned 
there never was any doubt as to 
the ultimate winner of the bout that 
lured 17.472 customers who paid a 
gross of *52,993.75 to attend a cere­ 
mony a majority didn’t expect to 
go beyond the third round. 
The champion, sluggish at 203^4 
pounds, punched Tony to the floor 
in the third but Referee Donovon 
got only to "one” before the chal­ 
lenger, who weighed 199*4 despite 
the six-inch difference in height, 
was back in his half-crouch. 
For the remainder of the frame 
Louis stood over him like a Mis­ 
souri farmer waiting to caress a 
rooster’s neck in preparation for 
Sunday dinner. 
Hand Bothered Louis 
But he couldn’t straighten Tony 
up and his right hand wasn't sharp 
enough to come up from below. 
After the scrap Louis said the 
hand never had healed completely 
from the ruckus with Simon two 
weeks ago. 
’ That Musto was a 
brave boy all the way,” he added. 
Musto’s first comment after reach­ 
ing his dressing room under his 
own power bore out Louis’ state­ 
ment. 
"He doesn’t hit any harder than 
any of the other fellows I ve fought,” 
said Musto 
First visitor in the challenger's 
dressing room was Mrs. Musto who 
was greeted with a pinch on the 
arm and “theres nothing wrong 
with me at all, honey." 
Musto related that much of his 
trouble in the ninth was caused 
by failure to insert his mouthpiece. 
Faces Simon Again 
In an effort to protect his lips he J 
left the top of his face unguarded. J 
The cut above the optic was opened 


iii the seventh, was battered severely 
in the eighth and proved his stop­ 
light for Donovan at 1:36 of the 
ninth. 
Two stitches were required 
to close the cut.

Galento, Claiming Hand

To Enlarge Hospital

I do not relish the known 
fact th at 87 per cent of our park 
visitors tour the field without the 
services of a guide. 
It is far more 
satisfactory to have guide service. 
By the same reasoning I feel th at 
any guide who proves unfaithful to 
his trust should be denied the priv­ 
ilege of serving the touring public. 
Future Park Development 
"The M aster Plan of our future 
park development is available to 
Gettysburgians for study and dis­ 
cussion and I will gladly discuss our 
future plans with those who are in­ 
terested. 
It involves roads, build­ 
ings, expansion, beautification, tour­ 
ist routes over the field, etc. 
“I do not believe th a t we should 
consider, at least for the present, 
tile opening of a public museum 
purely for the display of relics. Our 
present private museums appear to 
serve th a t purpose nicely and I see 
no need for governmental display. 
The future may bring about some­ 
thing which will, in no way, be a 
duplicate of the present facilities. 
‘‘I would 
like the entire com­ 
m unity to know th at I want to co­ 
operate with the citizenry and all 
business interests in the m anage­ 
m ent of the Park. 
I would appre­ 


ciate their counsel and advise. Our 
plans and objectives are not secret 
and I should like to discuss them 
w ith a representative group of all 
interests at any time and from time 
to tim e,” Dr. Coleman stated.
